ofthis Nation, purſuing their ozdinary Callings and occaſions; fo: as much as 
theſaid Exchanee is a place of publick reloꝛt and Trade, The Council have therefoze 
thought it neceſſary hereby to declare their reſentment of thoſe proceedings, and their 
juſt Diſpleaſure againſt the ſame, And as they intend vigozouſly to proſecute the Df- 
fenders, ſo, to the intent the like evils may be better pzevented in tune to come, They 
do hereby ſtrittly require awd charge, That no Perſon oꝛ Perſons, of what quality ſo- 
ever, do pꝛeſume, at the ſaid Exchange, 02 any other like publick place, to Occaſion , 
Encourage oꝛ Abet, any tumultuous Meetings, 92 hazard a breach of the civil Peace, 
by Dꝛawing there, oꝛ in any other ſuch place, any Sword oꝛ other Weapon, Dil- 
charging, Pꝛelenting oꝛ Bearing any Gun, oꝛ Piſtol, oꝛ Firing of powder in Gꝛa⸗ 
nados, oꝛ in any otherwiſe whatſoever. Of which Command, it Will be expected 
that all Perſons whatſoever take notice, and demean themſelves accoꝛdingly, upon 
peril of being reputed, and dealt withall as diſturbers of the publick Peace, Whereof 
avery ſtrict account ſhall be taken: And all Juſtices of the Peace, and other publick 
Miniſters, are required carefully to perłoꝛm their duties in this Behalf; As alſo to 
ule their utmolt endeavours to pzevent andreſtrain all immodeſt, and unhandſome de- 
meanoꝛs of ſuch as ſhall reſozt to the ſat Exchange, That ſo no juſt cauſe of offence 
my be given to ſober mindes, noꝛ any thing there acted dichonourable to Religion, oz 
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Saturday To. December 1653.
